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Power plant will effect 
housing and city budget 


th e Influx of employee needed to build 
the 235-megawatt power plant for 
Slkeeton will have an Impact not only on 
the clty’e economy, but alao on the city’s 
budget, City Manager Charles Church 
told the Slkeeton Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce Thursday. 
The chamber met for a noon luncheon 
at Patti Todd’s Supper Club. 
A study done by the power plant pro­ 
ject englngeers, Phelps A Hogland, 
shows the influx of workers will not have 
as great an effect on housing as orglnally 
expected, Church said. 
The study shows about 20 per cent of 
the workers, or 79 families, will need 
trailers, and so per cent or 112 workers, 
will room In Slkeeton on weekdays and 
commute to their homes on weekends. 
Of the remaining 90 per cent, 20 per 
cent will be roomers 10 per cent will rent 
homes and 20 per cent will commute to 
theefty. 
Higher rents ami land values will come 
with the Increasing number of workers. 
Church said the City Council will be 
under considerable pressure to amend ci­ 
ty codes to allow for more development 
of apartment complexes and trailer 
parks. 
If the city is not careful, the entire 


character of Slkeston could change, 
Church said. 
If developers cannot have their way in­ 
side the city, they may move outside the 
city limits. That will require the im­ 
plementation of county planning and zon­ 
ing for land near Slkeston, Church said. 
Other public organizations such as the 
schools and medical facilities will have 
considerable pressure put on them, 
Church added. 
The Public Safety Department will 
also be under . strain, he remarked. The 
city has reduced the number of officers 
by four In order to balance the budget 
and It is difficult even now for the depart­ 
ment to keep up with the work load, he 
added. 
Church said studies have shown that a 
growth rate of 10 per cent over several 
years results in degradation of enviorn- 
ment. 
The long-range benefits to 
the city 
from the power plant are tremendous 
Church said, but the city needs to an­ 
ticipate the problems in order to handle 
them. 
Church said one of the problems with the 
influx of new workers is that they will be 
using city services without paying city 
taxes.

In response to a question, Church said 
that a one per cent sales tax would offset 
some of the impact and enable those 
workers to share some of the costs. 
Ken Williams a representative of the 
Slkeston Production Credit Association, 
reminded chamber members of the 
Farmers Appreciation Banquet at 6:30 
p.m.

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Social Security tax hike 
wins House approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislation 
that would put an unprecedented tax bite 
on the 104 million Americans who have 
Social Security taxes withheld from their 
pay checks Is heading to the Senate after 
winning House approval. 


A Senate vote on a similar bill could 
come as early as next week. 
On Thursday, the House passed, 279 to 
146, Its version of legislation increasing 
the tax for every worker covered by the 
program, with the heaviest impact fall­ 
ing on upper-income workers. Their 
employers would also pay more under 
the House bill. 
A decade from now, anyone earning 
$42,600 would pay over three times as 
much Social Security tax as is now 
withheld. The tax would go from $965 this 
year to $3,025 in 1987. 
Someone earning $20,000 would pay 
$1,420, Instead of $965. A worker with a 
salary of $10,000 would pay $710, up from 
$585. 
Congress will probably enact hefty tax 
increases this year to keep the Social 


Security system from going broke. The 
system has amassed $5.6 billion in 
deficits since 1975. 
Because of population age shifts and 
such other factors as high unemploy­ 
ment, less money Is being taken In by 
Social Security than it is paying out in 
benefits. 
”We are concerned about keeping the 
system solvent and this bill will do it,” 
Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., said after the 
House approved the bill produced by the 
ways and means committee, which he 
heads. 


Although some members complained 
about the major tax increase, most 
agreed that the financial crisis was 
severe enough to merit the drastic steps. 
However, the House added two amend­ 
ments that increased the tax rate beyond 
what the committee called for. 
One amendment would remove limits 
on wages earned by Social Security reci­ 
pients, phasing out the current max­ 
imum of $3,000 on outside earnings by 
1982. 


Under current law, recipients lose $1 in 
benefits for every $2 they take in above 
that amount. 
Elderly persons could therefore con­ 
tinue to receive a full salary while draw­ 
ing full Social Security benefits. 
The second amendment, approved 
earlier, continues an exemption for more 
than 6 million public employes and con­ 
gressmen, who have separate retirement 
plans. 
The House did not consider any change 
in the benefits Social Security pays to 33 
million people akreadt receiving 
benefits. 
The House-approved bill would also 
allow recipients to continue receiving 
benefits even after marrying. Some 
elderly couples now live together without 
marrying because they would otherwise 
lose benefits. 
Under the pending Senate bill, 
employers would for the first time pay 
more than their employes. 
The Social Security tax is now 5.85 per 
cent of wages, with workers earning 
$16,500 paying the maximum of $965. 
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Embargo against South Africa 
given U.S., European support 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - The 
United States and its Western allies on 
the U.N. Security Council have agreed to 
back an arms embargo against South 
Africa, but some Third World countries 
say they want tougher action. 
African delegates are unhappy with 
the Western proposal because it provides 
only for a six-month embargo, which 
could be renewed, and because it in­ 
cludes no economic restrictions. 
The Africans were trying to decide to­ 
day whether to back the plan anyway or 
to press for changes. Any such sanctions 
against South Africa must be approved 
by the Security Council where a vote is 
not expected until Saturday or Monday. 
President Carter said Thursday the 
United States would support a man­ 
datory embargo on arms sales to South 
Africa’s white minority government to 
demonstrate displeasure with its policies 
of racial segregation. 
A mandatory embargo, if approved by 
the Security Council, would be binding on 
United Nations members. 
In South Africa, Foreign Minister 
Roelof Botha accused the United States 


of being unfair and urged American 
leaders to reconsider their policy 
“ It is quite obvious that we are being 
singled out for special treatment, not 
because of the reasons mentioned by the 
president but because of the demands of 
a number of countries who have actively 
conducted a vendetta against us for some 
years now,’’ Botha said 
"If the maintenance of human rights 
was indeed the concern of the American 
government, then certainly America 
should be pressing for sanctions against 
more than half of the governments of the 
nations of the world, ’ ’ he added. 
D efense 
M inister P ie te r Botha 
acknowledged that American support of 
the U.N. resolution would affect his 
country, but said: “ We will survive 
President C arter.” 
The United States, Britain, France, 
West Germany and Canada, the Western 
nations on the Security Council, reached 
final agreement on a joint embargo pro­ 
posal Thursday. 
The United States has been abiding by 
a voluntary arm s embargo decreed by 
the United Nations in 1963, but the

Council proposal for a binding embargo 
in 1975. 
Black African states have been calling 
for tougher 
international 
sanctions 
against South Africa for 14 years. Last 
week they renewed their demand for a 
mandatory embargo after South Africa 
arrested dozens of black dissidents, 
outlawed most major black organiza­ 
tions and closed 
two blackoriented 
newspapers. 


The African group also sought a resolu­ 
tion calling for a halt to new investment 
in South Africa.

Economy coming out of summer doldrums 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
government said today Its Index that 
gives dues about the economy’s future 
roee in September for the third straight 
month, a further sign the economy Is 
coming out of Its summer slowdown. 
The Increase in the Index of leading in­ 
dicators last month was a moderate 
three-tenths of 1 per cent. However, 
revised figures showed the August Index 
rising 1.4 per cent, one of the largest 
monthly jumps In the past two years. 
The nation’s economic growth had 
slowed in the third quarter after a strong 
In the first half of the year, 
1111 the new figures Indicated some 
aheed In the fall.

whether to cut taxes next year to 
stimulate the economy and create new 
Jobs. 
The Commerce Department revised its 
August index from a rise of eight-tenths 
of 1 per cent to 1.4 per cent because of 
new figures showing big Increases In net 
business formation. Hits indicator In-, 
dudes businesses’ telephone installa­ 
tions and other signs of their willingness 
to expand. 
The August Increase was the biggest 
since a 2 per cent Increase In March and 
a series of 2 and 3 per cent Increases in 
mid-1979 at the mid of the recession. 
With a one-tenth increase In July, the 
total three-month Increase is 1.8 per cent. 
In the second quarter of the year, the 
index was unchanged. 


Although the over-all September index 
rose, the Increases were confined to only 
four of the 10 Indicators available. They 
were changes in the money supply, 
orders for plants and equipment, 
changes in sensitive prices and liquid 
assets. 
Causing a drag on the index were poor 
performances In the average work week, 
layoff rate, stock prices, new orders, 
delivery performance and building 
permits. 
The September index stood at 132.4, 
meaning it Is 32.4 per cent ahead of 
where it was In 1967. At the start of this 
year the index was 126.5. 
Originally, Carter wanted hearings to 
start this year on his tax bill. But he told 
a news conference Thursday, "I prefer to 


make final decisions after Congress com­ 
pletes Its actions” on Social Security and 
energy bills. 
Carter has been considering asking 
Congress to put the tax cut into effect in 
1978 if the economy needs a quick boost 
and to have the rest of the program go in­ 
to effect in 1979. 
But he said Thursday that proper ac­ 
tion on tax reduction and economic 
stimulation could be determined only 
after studying the economy. He also said 
the effect of higher Social Security taxes 
will have to be examined. 
The tax program, he said, ”wlll be a 
major element in a comprehensive 
economic program designed to promote 
a strong economy and to deal further 
with reducing inflation ... 
and 


unemployment.” 
The tax plan, as drafted by the 
Treasury Department, would cut the tax 
rate from $1,-739 to $1,370 for the average 
family of four earning $15,000 to $20,000. 
It also would cut corporate taxes, but it 
would restrict deductions, 
including 
those for sales taxes, business lunches 
and capital gains. 
Carter said congressional leaders 
unanimously agreed with him that the 
plan should be postponed. Some have 
said the plan is too ambitious to pass in 
one year. 
The President acknowledged that 
business faces uncertainty because he 
has so many proposals pending. 
He said that despite his disagreements 
with Federal Reserve Board Chairman 


Arthur Bums, he agrees with him that 
business profits should be increased. He 
said that will be one of the objectives of 
•his tax bill.

How’s your love life? 
Advertisers who suggest you can put some zing into it if 
you use the right toothpaste or some other product should 
be forced to prove it, says a former consumer affairs 
minister in the Canadian government. 
Laws protect consumers against advertisements that 
mislead in other ways, but not against “life style” 
claims, says Herb Gray. There would be “interesting 
problems,” he thinks, if such claims were required to be 
tested in court. 
So interesting, we think, that this is one thicket the law 
had best not plunge into — not because this kind of ad­ 
vertising cannot be misleading but because some things 
are just not susceptible to legal proof. 
People have a natural desire to believe that the right 
toothpaste, mouthwash, deodorant or whatever will 
enhance their attractiveness to the opposite sex, impress 
their boss or excite the envy and admiration of their 
fellows. We can picture manufacturers trooping into 
court with stacks of signed testimonials from satisfied 
customers. 
Hope springs eternal, in other words, and advertisers 
are only telling us what we want to thear. There’s not 
much even a consumer advocate can do about that.

THE HATCH ACT

The Hatch Act is the law 
that keeps federal employes 
from being used as a political 
machine by their political 
superiors. It saves govern­ 
ment employes from political 
arm-twisting, overt or subtle, 
and it saves the public from 
having the taxpayers’ money 
used for political campaign 
funds. 
The use of government 
workers as political tools and 
the milking of government 
workers for campaign funds 
was a problem that started as 
far back as 1791. The 
assassination of President 
Garfield by a disappointed 
office-seeker is one of the 
famous legacies of the spoils 
system. 
For a century and a half, the 
complaints did not produce a 
remedy because they were 
usually voiced by the party 
that was not in power. The ma­ 
jority party was usually 
satisfied with the status quo. 
P r e s i d e n t F r a n k l i n 
Roosevelt signed the Hatch 
Act in 1939. It was twice 
challenged in lawsuits. Final­ 
ly, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that “Congress has the 
power to regulate within 
reasonable limits the political 
conduct of federal employes in 
order to promote efficiency 
and integrity in the public ser­ 
vice.” 
We are now told that “elec­ 
tion reform” demands the 
repeal or relaxation of the 
Hatch Act, principally on the 
ground that federal employes 
should have the same rights to 
political activisim as other 
citizens. 
However, no one has a con­ 
stitutional right to hold a 
federal job and, if you do hold 
one, you must abide by 
reasonable regulations. The 
Hatch Act both protects the 
public from arbitrary harass­ 
ment by federal political ac­ 
tivists and protects federal 
employes from coercion and 
intimidation by their super 
visors. 
Demanding that federal 
employes make financial con­ 
tributions to certain can­ 
didates is only one of the 
crufer ways to politicize 
aoHermnent workers. Many 


other subtle methods are just 
as coercive. All a boss has to 
do is to show cordiality- 
partiality to employes who 
show up at a fund-raising din­ 
ner or distribute posters and 
campaign literature, and 
other employes quickly get the 
message 
Here are some of the 
realistic situations that could 
happen in the absence of the 
Hatch Act. 
Your Internal Revenue 
agent or OSHA inspector could 
ask you for a political con­ 
tribution. Your mailman could 
ask you to sign a petition to put 
a candidate on the ballot. A 
federal employe could take 
leave to run for office, and 
then return after he loses; how 
would he feel about those 
working under him who did 
not campaign for him? 
One incident unearthed dur­ 
ing the Bert Lance case pro­ 
vides a classic example of why 
the Hatch Act should not be 
repealed. Robert Bloom, first 
deputy conptroller of the 
United States, testified before 
the Senate Governmental Af­ 
fairs Committee on Sept. 12 
that his actions on the question 
of Lance’s confirmation were 
in part motivated by his con­ 
cern about his own job securi­ 
ty and promotion prospects. 
Perhaps the Hatch Act 
tightening up. 
But if it were repealed or 
releaxed, it would convert the 
2.8 million federal employes 
into a partisan political 
machine. 
in regard to the 1st Amend­ 
ment, the rights of some 
government employes to get 
into politics must be balanced 
off against the rights of other 
government employes to stay 
out of politics. 
The overriding considera­ 
tion, however, should be the 
interest of the public in protec­ 
ting citizens from harassment 
by politicized bureaucrats, 
preventing adm inistrative 
decisions from being distorted 
by political pressures and 
safeguarding the American 
people from being forced to 
finance the salaries of govern­ 
ment employes who are work­ 
ing for political candidates 
and goals. 
It took us ISO years to get the 
Hatch Act. We had better not 
give it up. We might not get it 
back.

Aging, Ailing Otto Passman 
Caught Up in Koreagate Mess 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - The 
Justice Department has 
pieced together enough 
evidence, insiders say, to 
indict ex-Rep. Otto Pass­ 
man, D-Iji., in the Korean 
payoff scandal. But out of 
compassion, government 
attorneys are reluctant to 
bring charges against the 
aging, ailing Passman. 
He was bom at the turn 
of the century to tenant 
farmers, and his early 
memories are of meals of 
unseasoned com bread and 
clabbered milk. In the 
summers in backward 
Washington Parish, his 
feet were bare as the table, 
and at 10 he was hired out 
to a neighboring farmer 
fo~ $5 a month. 
The memory of his grim 
childhood developed in 
Passman a fierce attach­ 
ment for every dollar that 
passed through his hands. 
Apparently, he couldn’t 
bring himself to let go of 
the cash that his Korean 
benefactors allegedly 
proffered. 
On congressional junk­ 
ets, he was an almost com­ 
pulsive barterer and buyer 
at jewelry stores from Ge­ 
neva to Hong Kong. On his 
return to the United States, 
he would demand that Cus­ 
toms pass his luggage 
unopened. 
Customs officers visited 
his Capitol office in 1964 to 
quiz him about bringing in 
undeclared jewelry. Pass- 
V 


man admitted he had 
brought some jewelry 
home with him from Hong 
Kong, but he insisted it was 
just on consignment. He, 
therefore, didn’t feel a 
need to clear it through 
customs. The Customs 
agents left without further 
argument. 
While Passman treated 
every dollar with tender­ 
ness, he was not unmindful 
of those less blessed. He 
tithed to the church and 
was an active Mason. 
When friends were down 
on their luck, he was avail­ 
able for a loan and a 
lecture on economy and 
Christian living. 
At age 77, he is beginning 
to falter. His six-foot 
frame, once lean and 
straight, is now frail. His 
voice, once stem with 
r ig h te o u s n e s s , now 
quivers. He recently spent 
27 days in the hospital; 
now he must go back for 
additional treatment. 
He told us that he had 
refused some jewelry that 
Tongsun Park had once 
offered him. The only 
money he ever accepted, 
he said, was in exchange 
for watches. He dealt in 
antique watches and sold 
•several* to Park, Pass­ 
man said. Then he added 
plaintively: *1 don’t know 
why people are after me. I 
am just*not able to fight 
any more."

There are still a few jigsaw 
pieces missing from the 
Watergate puzzle.

Sickness Kills Money: 
Drive to Unionize Nurses 
Hospitals 
As Rooms Race to $400 a 
Day 
NEW YORK ~ I en­ 
countered two awesome 
phenomena during a visit to a 
sick friend in a hospital just a 
few streets south of Columbia 
University :on the corner was a 
watchtower. In it were armed 
guards constantly scanning 
the surrounding streets. And 
once safely in my friend's 
hospital room I learned that 
its cost was $269 a day. Just 
for the room alone. Not the 
aspirins, even. 
And I was told that by to­ 
day’s standard rates, this 
private room was a bargain. 
Why not a semi-private? Well, 
the cost runs to $200 a day 
there -- and far more 
elsewhere. And special care 
was needed. 
Later, a swift check of other 
medical centers disclosed my 
friend’s room truly was a 
bargain. At Sloan-Kettering 
Memorial Hospital, the 
private room rate is $347 dai­ 
ly. At Roosevelt it is $325 a 
day. In New York Hospital it’s 
$320. There are also bargains 
at Lenox Hill Hospital at $295 
each 24 hours and at Mount 
Sinai, $280. 
You might think that the 
proletariat could fare better in 
the municipal hospitals com­ 
pared with the voluntary 
(civic and religious) institu­ 
tions I just surveyed. Not real­ 
ly. The cost in the municipal 
hospitals’ corporation in­ 
stallations runs to $264 a day. 
Of course I didn’t cover all 
the voluntary hospitals. But I 
was told by a medical ad­ 
ministration specialist that 
the private rooms now are 
moving briskly up toward $400 
a day - and the “semi­ 
private” and even some of the 
modern “wards” are well past 
$200 daily. 
Digging further, I note that 
a Council on Wage- Price 
Stability report to the Presi­ 
dent reveals that hospital 
costs have risen over 1,000 per 
cent since 1950. But one chap 
in the Paper Handlers Union 
wraps it up more colorfully 
than statistics can: 
“Five days in a community 
hospital today,” he says, 
“costs about the same as two 
weeks in a luxury hotel in 
Hawaii, including meals and 
round trip air fare from the 
West Coast. 
“In 1950, just 27 years ago, it 
cost an average $15.62 per day 
for a semi-private room in­ 
cluding x-rays, drugs, therapy 
and other hospital services but 
excluding doctors' fees. Today 
the average hospital room In­ 
cluding the same services, is 
$244.88 per day.” 
The point made by the union 
actually is that many patients 


welfare and medical coverage 
costs with the responsibility 
for union unrest such as the re­ 
cent miners’ illegal mass 
walk-out and last fall’s four- 
week auto union strike at the 
FordMotor Co. 
Well, there are those who 
say that in many hospitals to­ 
day productivity and service 
are lower than a crane’s 
gullet. And wages are higher 
than the average American 
worker’s income and con­ 
stitute 50 per cent or more of 
the cost of running voluntary 
hospitals such as St. Luke’s, 
St. Clare’s, Columbia 
Presbyterian and Mount

And these wages have just 
begun to mount. In this city, 
there is, for example, a mili­ 
tant union chief, Leon Davis, 
who heads the National Union 
of Hospital and Health Care 
Employees AFL-CIO -• other­ 
wise known as District 1199. It 
sets the national pace for 
hospital pay and fringe in­ 
creases. 
He built up this organization 
of some 50,000 members from 
a small drug clerks union. He 
has delivered to his people by 
striking hospitals, clinics and 
other medical institutions. 
Some of his mass picket lines 
have been an urban version of 
commandos. They've seized 
hospital administrators’ ex­ 
ecutive offices. They’ve stop­ 
ped deliveries of food, medical 
supplies and even oxygen for 
awhile. During past strikes 
whole wards and wings have 
been emptied and patients 
removed so they could be 
cared for elsewhere. 
For months now he has been 
urging his followers to put 
aside $10 a week for 
“emergency” use during the 
contract renewal period next 
year.

Witnesses said about five persons subdued Maurlts Caran- 
sa, SI, after a struggle outside the Continental Club, where he 
had been playing bridge, and forced him into a car. Caransa 
owns a chain of hotels and dubs in Holland and is prominent 
in Jewish activities. 
Support«» of die Red Army Faction also claimed respon­ 
sibility for bombings of two West German car showrooms in 
Milan, one in and Rome and a German engineering company 
office in Lisbon today. No injuries were reported. 
Callers told police the bombs, like others that damaged 
West German property across Europe last week, were 
planted to avenge the Oct. IS prison deaths of three leaders of 
the German terrorist underground — Andreas Baader, 
Gudrun Enselin and Jan-Carl Raspe. 
The Amsterdam kidnapping followed a warning by West 
German Justice Minister HansJochen Vogel that the prison 
deaths, which officials termed suicides, were not "acts of 
resignation" but a sign that "further attacks are looming." 
A German-speaking man called the Amsterdam 
newspaper Het Parool and told a switchboard operator: "We 
are the Red Army Faction. We have Caransa. You will hear 
from us." 
Dutch police are holding a member of the Red Army Fac­ 
tion, Knut Folkerts, 29, on murder charges. He was arrested 
following a Sept. 22 shootout at Utrecht in which a policeman 
was killed and is also wanted for terrorist activities in West 
Germany. 
Caransa has extensive properties in Holland, about half of 
them in the hotel and catering industry. He also sits on the 
boards of a number of companies. 
The businessman is married and has one grown daughter. 
During World War II Caransa spent IS weeks in a Nazi camp 
in Holland with other Jews awaiting deportation to concen­ 
tration camps in Germany, but he was never sent. Friends 
say he makes regular donations to Jewish organizations.

Dr. John D. Minna said Thursday that small-cell lung 
cancer, a rapid spreading type of the disease, is proving 
vulnerable to high dose multi-drug chemotherapy used alone 
or with radiation. 
About 20,000 of the nation’s 90,000 lung cancer victims each 
year have small-cell lung cancer. 
Minna told a seminar at the National Institutes of Health 
that the median survival for untreated patients with the

Summarizing recant studies from 10 medical centers using 
multiple-drug chemotherapy and radiation treatment, Minna 
said median survival lor these 982 patients is approaching 
one year. 
He disclosed that unpublished data from three NCI treat­ 
ment centers using concentrated combination therapy show 
median survival reaching almost 18 months in patients with 
early-stage small-cell cancer. 
"This figure is extremely good compared with other 
results," mum said. "I fofah tht* shows the disesso <*»" be 
cured with chemotherapy or chemotherapy combined with 
otter treatments." 
But he said optimism should be tempered with the 
knowledge that many of these surviving patients will be dead 
in two years, Indicating better treatments still are needed. 
He also stressed that the newest therapy Is in Igrge part 
still experimental and available only at large cancer treat­ 
ment centers. 
Since the multi-drug therapy gets best results with 
eariystage cancer that hasn’t spread too far, early detection 
is important, he said.

CAPE GIRARDEAU- Nor­ 
theast Missouri State Univer­ 
sity football team, tied for 
tenth in the NCAA Division II 
poll, brings its 6-1 season 
mark to Houck Stadium Satur­ 
day for a 1:30 p.m. Homecom­ 
ing contest against Southeast 
Missouri State University. 
Both teams hold a 2-0 MIAA 
record, Northeast Missouri 
State having beaten Southwest 
Missouri State University 49-0, 
and Lincoln University 57-0, 
and SEMO State having 
defeated Central Missouri 
State University 40-28, and 
Northwest Missouri State 
University 16-0. 
“They are a lot bigger, a lot 
stronger, and a lot faster than 
last year’s team,” noted 
SEMO State Head Coach Jim 
Lohr. “Their biggest plus is 
that they have played 
together. They have a year’s 
more experience. ’ ’ 
Another big plus for Nor­ 
theast is senior running back 
Steve Powell, an honorable 
mention on the Associated 
Press Little All-American 
team in 1976. 
Pow ell, a n ativ e of 
Kirkwood, is currently the 
NCAA Division II rushing 
leader, having gained 1086 
yards in 150 carries for eight 
touchdowns. Powell is also the 
leading scorer in the con­ 
ference with 54 points, four 
points ahead of SEMO State 
kicker Mike Wood.

LIVERPOOL, England 
(AP) — A plan for a monu­ 
ment to the Beatles, who put 
this grimy port city on the 
map in the 1960s and 
dominated pop music for more 
than a decade, has met rebuff 
in their home town. 
The City Council’s General 
Services Committee voted 11-9 
Wednesday night against 
erecting a monument to the 
four Liverpool natives. 
“In my opinion they’re not 
worthy of a place in our 
history,” said city councillor 
Roy Stoddard, 59, in explain­ 
ing his negative vote. 
"They couldn’t sing for tof­ 
fee,” said another city father, 
Tony McVeigh, who also cast 
a nay vote. “They ended up 
taking drugs and bringing 
discredit to the city.” 
The issue now goes to the 
full council, which numbers 99 
including the lord mayor. 
“How narrow-minded, how 
short-sighted, 
and how 
typically out of touch with 
what people think and feel,” 
the Liverpool Echo com­ 
mented in an editorial 
Thursday. 
The newspaper rallied to the 
defense of the since-disbanded 
pop group “whose special 
talent is now indelibly written 
in the history of popular 
music” and accused the com­ 
mittee members of sitting in a 
“remote ivory tower.” 
“The councillors don’t seem 


to realize just what a world 
phenomenon the Beatles are,” 
commented Alan Williams, 
the group’s first manager in 
Liverpool. 
“There should be a com­ 
plete museum and tourist in­ 
dustry in Liverpool, let alone a 
single monument. 
“They’ll be recognized as 
the greatest composers of this 
century. Many famous com­ 
posers in history have been 
drug addicts, and even 
homosexuals, but that doesn’t 
stop them from being honored 
as great artists.” 
John Chambers, 
29, 
an 
unemployed ship’s carpenter, 
is spearheading the plan to put 
up the monument to the four 
Beatles — John Lennon, Paul 
McCartney, George Harrison 
and Ringo Starr. 
The head of an unofficial 
group of diehard Beatles fans, 
Chambers launched an appeal 
for $31,500 and is organizing a 
series of rock concerts to help 
r a i s e t he m o n e y . 
An 
a n o n y m o u s L o n d o n 
businessman has offered to 
start a fund with $875. 
The plan was to erect a 
statue in a downtown shopping 
center a few hundred yards 
from the site of the Cavern 
Club, where the Beatles got 
their start in the early 1960s. 
“It’s a disgrace that there’s 
virtually nothing in the city for 
the tourists coming here to see 
the places like the Cavern and 


Penny Lane, ” Chambers said. 
Penny Lane is a Liverpool 
street that became the title of 
a Beatles song.

‘American Graffiti’ lives in Medford 
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KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
Missouri merchants in this 
border city have seen their 
customers drive across the 
state line in droves for 15 
years of Sundays to go shopp­ 
ing in Kansas. 
Officials say this has been 
costing Kansas City, Mo., 
more than $2 million a year in 
sales 
tax 
and other tax 
revenues. 
Neighboring In­ 
dependence estimates it loses 
about 8500,000 a year. 
And a ll 
b e c a u s e of 
Missouri’s blue law or legal 
restriction on Sunday sales, 
which Kansas kicked over in 
1962. 
For years, efforts have been 
made to get Missouri in on 
some of the Sunday action, but 
to no avail. 
Now this could change. On 
Nov. 9, the voters of Clay, 
Jackson and Platte counties in 
Missouri will be able to vote to 
legalize sales of most mer­ 
chandise on Sundays. 
In 22 states', the blue law 
prohibits the sale of non- 
essential goods on Sundays. 
Only food and certain other 
goods designated necessities 


in the statutes can be sold, 
which forces most 
large 
d epartm ent sto re s and 
speciality shops to close their 
doors on the last day of the 
weekend. 
Designating certain items 
as necessities is dangerous 
business, the law’s detractors 
say. Missouri’s blue law, for 
example, allows the sale of 
guns and ammunition on Sun­ 
days but prohibits the sale of 
baby bottles, hoses and light 
bulbs. 
Both states had similar blue 
laws until the early 1960s when 
the supreme courts of the two 
states ruled the laws void. 
Missouri responded by adop­ 
ting a form of the blue law that 
complied with the supreme 
court ruling. But Kansas re­ 
jected repeated attempts in its 
legislature to re-enact any 
form of the law which it pass­ 
ed in 1861. 
Before its ban on Sunday 
sales was ruled unconstitu­ 
tional, Missouri had the law on 
its books for 138 years. 
Last year, after repeated at­ 
tempts by Kansas City-area 
legislators to repeal the law, 


the Missouri Legislature pass­ 
ed a bill allowing only the 
three counties in metropolitan 
Kansas City to vote on the 
proposal. 
Growth of incorporated 
suburbs in both Missouri and 
Kansas has long been a sore 
point with Kansas City, Mo., 
officials. Right-to-work laws 
and legal Sunday sales in Kan­ 
sas are said to have done 
much to entice shops and in­ 
dustry to the Sunflower State. 
Most of the states bordering 
Missouri—including Arkan­ 
sas, Illinois, Iowa and Kan­ 
sas—allow Sunday sales, 
which makes enforcing the 
law 
particularly 
unpopular 
near Missouri borders. 
At the other side of the state 
in St. Louis, the legal sale of 
merchandise on Sunday in 
western Illinois communities 
has created less of a stir. Il­ 
linois and 
Missouri are 
separated by the Mississippi 
River and access to Illinois 
stores is slightly 
more 
troublesome than access to 
Kansas stores at the 
other side of the state. 
Until recently, St. Louis’ 


major department stores and 
the strong retail clerks union 
had resisted attempts to allow 
Sunday sales. But the depart­ 
ment stores agreed in 1975 not 
to fight repeal of the blue law, 
even though they did not agree 
to support Sunday sales. 
State legislators from the St. 
Louis area have traditionally 
been reluctant to throw their 
support behind repeal of the 
blue law, and fought attempts 
to include the St. Louis area 
counties in the recently- 
passed measure. 
Lobby groups traditionally 
favoring the ban on Sunday 
s a l e s 
h a v e 
i n c l u d e d 
automobile 
dealers, 
small 
retailers, the retail clerks 
union and Christian organiza­ 
tions. Their reasons vary from 
not wanting to be forced to 
work on a Sunday to preserv­ 
ing a day of rest. 
State Rep. Phillip Scaglia, 
DKansas City, 
has led a 
crusade against the blue law 
in Missouri since he began his 
first term in the House 12 
years ago. Until last year, his 
efforts were unsuccessful; it 
was 1976 before his blue law 
repeal bills even made it to the 
floor of the House for debate. 
During 1977, he went on the 
offensive with a push for strict 
enforcement of the law. He 
and his workers purchased 
goods in several Missouri 
counties on Sundays and took 
the evidence to local pro­ 
secuting attorneys demanding 
that charges be filed against 
the stores selling the goods. 
The battle plan was intend­ 
ed to create a political climate 
where Missourians would ask 
their legislators to repeal the 
law. The plan worked to the 
extent 
that 
the Missouri 
General Assembly acquiesced 
to a repeal referendum for the 
Kansas City area counties 
only. 
Many blue law advocates in 
the Bible Belt believe allowing 
Sunday sales will result in par­ 
tial abandonment of the fami­ 
ly unit’s time together on 
Sundays.

Bribery law loophole

WASHINGTON - < NEA i - A fter y ears of e m b arrassin g 
disclosures about illegal pay m en ts of m illions of dollars by 
Am erican corporations to politicians and governm ent 
officials in other nations, C ongress is about to p ass a law 
prohibiting the p ractice in the future. 
The legislation offered to the S enate, how ever, contains a 
little-noticed loophole th a t not only will allow international 
bribery to continue but will endow the practice with the 
federal governm ent’s seal of approval. 
B ecause m any of the natio n 's la rg est com panies have 
falsified th eir financial records to conceal such corruption 
in the past, the bill establishes stringent new accounting 
and reporting req u irem en ts for publicly-ow ned corp o ra­ 
tions under the jurisdiction of the S ecurities an d E xchange 
Comm ission. 
But the m easu re also includes a crucial exem ption th at 
waives the reporting req u irem en ts for "any person acting 
in cooperation w ith, and a t the specific, w ritten directiv e of 
the head of any federal agency or d ep artm en t responsible 
for m a tte rs concerning the national security of the U nited 
States.* 
In plain language, th a t provision exem pts international 
political bribes undertaken a t the req u est o r w ith the 
cooperation of th e C entral Intelligence A gency (CIA) or 
other intelligence organizations w ithin the governm ent. 
The special w aiver w as inserted in th e bill by Sen. Adlai 
E. Stevenson, D-Ill., when the S enate B anking C om m ittee 
was d rafting the legislation e a rlie r this year. T he bill w af 
routinely approved by the full S enate la s t spring. 
While tracking down the history of the obscure provision, 
Fielding M. M cG ehee III, an official of a public in terest 
group called the M ilitary A udit P ro ject, discovered th a t 
there w as no testim ony during the public h earin g s on its 
effects or genesis, no d eb ate by the com m ittee, no 
recorded vote and no discussion on the S enate floor. 
The House version of the bill, drafted by a subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex., recently was 
approved by the House Commerce Committee and now 
awaits action by the full House. 
Eckhardt’s bill contains no exemption for intelligence- 
related bribery. *We never focused on that, it just never 
came up,* says an aide to the congressman. But other 
sources say Eckhardt specifically parried the intelligence 
community's efforts to write the provision into the bill. 
The Senate version is objectionable for several reasons, 
not the least of which is its effect of placing the federal 
government in the position of a parent who forbids a child 
from doing something because it’s wrong, but insists that 
it’sperfecUy appropriate for mother or father to do it. 
The exemption also leaves executives and employees of 
American corporations stationed abroad under a continu­ 
ing cloud - both as CIA operatives and as paymasters of 
illegal funds. 
1%ere have, in fact, been numerous reports in recent 
years that the CIA was aware of, encouraged and possibly 
even provided the funds for corporate bribery in the past. 
Questions have been raised by about |7 million paid by 
the Lockheed Aircraft Corp. to an intermediary in Japan; 
about commissions paid by the Boeing Co. to its 'agents* in 
Iran, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia; and about almost $8.3 
million transferred overseas by Desk ft Co., a New York- 
based firm that deals in international currency transac- 


ilia . 
If the CIA must resort to bribery and must rely on 
corporate 'cutouts* to obscure the source of the money, 1st 
there be no sanctimonious self-congratulation from Wash­ 
ington’s politicians if the final version of the "reform*

Sixteen states 
already have some sort of no­ 
fault program. But no-fault is 
NOT without faults. Here, in 
the first of a two-part series on 
auto insurance, is a look at 
how it’s working.

No-fault auto insurance, 
once promoted as a means of 
cutting costs for consumers, 
has failed to stem the tide of 
soaring prem ium s, 
but 


authorities say it has succeed­ 
ed in its main goal of getting 
benefits into the hands of acci­ 
dent victims more quickly. 
“We consider it a smashing 
success,” said William Shep­ 
pard, Pennsylvania insurance 
commissioner, when asked 
about his state’s no-fault pro­ 
gram which took effect July 
19,1975. 
“ It has accom plished 
everything we said it would 
accom plish,” said Jack 
Davies, a Minnesota state 
senator who sponsored a no­ 
fault plan that began Jan. 1, 
1975. 
“No-fault is working well,”

said Kentucky Insurance 
Commissioner Harold McGuf- 
fey. “It’s doing the job it’s sup­ 
posed to do — paying more 
people more money and ar­ 
ranging quick settlements. We 
have had practically no 
complaints.” 
At the same time, however, 
the drive for no-fault at the 
state level has stalled. Several 
states which passed no-fault 
laws early in the 1970s have 
been forced to make major 
changes. 
President Carter has en­ 
dorsed the concept of a federal 
no-fault bill, but the measures 
have not gotten beyond the 
hearing stage. 
Premiums, meanwhile, are 
going up. And up. They in­ 
creased almost 50 per cent 
from August 1975 to August 
1977. 
If no-fault is working so 
well, why haven’t more states 
passed no-fault laws? What 
went wrong with the existing 
ones? Why the delay in pass­ 
ing a federal law? And why 
are prices rising? 
The concept behind no-fault 
is simple: each party in an ac­ 
cident is compensated, for 
medical expenses at least, by 
his own insurance company. 
An individual’s right to sue for 
further damages is limited. 
Expensive court cases and 
lengthy delays are eliminated. 
Massachusetts became the 
first state in the nation to 
enact a no-fault law. The plan 
took effect Jan. 1, 1971. Since 
then, 15 other states have 
passed nofault laws. They 
are: Colorado, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, 
Hawaii, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
Nevada, 
New 
Jersey, 
New York, 
North 
Dakota, Pennsylvania and 
Utah. The most recent law — 
North Dakota's — took effect 
on Jan. 1.1976. 
(Eight other states passed 
laws that were described as 
nofault, but they place no 
limitation on the right of an 
accident victim to sue and 
cannot really be counted as 
part of the nofault system.) 
One reason for the problems 
with no-fault is a lack of 
understanding about what it 
can and cannot do. 
N o -fa u lt su p p o r te r s 
themselves may be partly to 
blame for the confusion. Ron 
Arnold of State Farm In­ 
surance Cos., the nation’s big­ 
gest auto insurer, said that 
politicians, eager to get sup­ 
port for the concept, appealed 
to people’s pocketbooks. They 
promised — mistakenly — 
that no-fault would lower 
premiums and. in some cases, 
ordered rate decreases when 
no-fault went into effect. 


Some state officials concede 
privately that the money- 
saving claims were a come-on 
and not realistic. They say 
now that the advantages of no­ 
fault are not monetary. 
There are several reasons 
for the lack of cost saving. No­ 
fault generally applies only to 
bodily injury. Property 
damage stays under the old 
system — the insurance com­ 
pany of the motorist at fault 
has to pay. And property 
damage, according to State 
Farm, accounts for 60 cents of 
every dollar you pay in 
premiums on a nationwide 
basis. 
James Hunt, director of the 
State Rating Bureau in 
Massachusetts, said bodily in­ 
jury rates dropped 45 per cent 
from 1970 to 1976. Without no­ 
fault, he said, they would have 
increased 63 per cent. 
“The real proof of our suc­ 
cess with no-fault is the steady 
reduction in bodily injury in­ 
surance rates,” said Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis, who, as a 
legislator, was a major spon­ 
sor of the state’s no-fault law. 
“Unfortunately, the rate 
reductions for bodily injury 
have been counter-balanced 
by rates for other coverages 
which have gone up about as 
fast as bodily injury rates 
have come down.” 
Other officials said the rate 
increases would have been 
even worse without no-fault. 
Dr. James C. Nicholas, staff 
director of an ad hoc 
Automobile Insurance Com­ 
mission in Florida, said that 
the cost of commercial vehicle 
insurance — which remained 
under the conventional system 
— has risen 130 per cent since 
1971. Auto insurance, under 
no-fault, has risen 100 per cent 
in the same period. 
State Farm said a survey 
showed that the average in­ 
crease in automobile in­ 
surance rates in the 16 no-fault 
states from Dec. 31, 1970 
through the end oflast year 
was 24.6 per cent, compared to 
a nationwide average boost of 
27.7 per cent. 
Authorities also say that 
while no-fault has eliminated 
some of the legal costs sur­ 
rounding accidents, the sav­ 
ings has been offset by the fact 
that more people are getting 
benefits since they are 
automatically paid by their 
own companies. 
A Department of Transpor­ 
tation study showed that in 
Connecticut, an estimated 25 
per cent more accident vic­ 
tims recover economic losses 
under no-fault than under the 
traditional system. 
“With this no-fault system, 
people no longer have to worry

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abut beggaring themselves to 
pay for their injuries,” said 
Milton Friedman, counsel to 
the New York State Insurance 
Department. “And people in 
single-car accidents 
who 
never got anything under the 
old law — are also being 
compensated.” 
Gene Glascock, supervising 
analyst for the Colorado In­ 
surance Division, said no-fault 
“has reallocated funds, put­ 
ting the funds in the hands of 
the injured rather than in the 
hands of the attorneys handl­ 
ing court cases. It hasn’t real­ 
ly altered the cost to the insur­ 
ing company.” 
One problem with existing 
nofault programs, say of­ 
ficials, is that it is still too easy 
to sue. The laws generally 
allow a person to go to court 
after medical expenses reach 
a certain threshold. In nine 
states, the threshold is $750 or 
less. In New Jersey, it is only 
1200. 
“I would guess that with 
continued inflation we would 
have to look at ... the 
threshold," said a spokesman 
for the Insurance Department 
in North Dakota, where a vic­ 
tim with medical expenses ex­ 
ceeding $1,000 is allowed to 
sue. “With the increased cost 
of medical services ... the 
$1,000 figure might not be 
realistic any more,” he added. 
State Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Dick Rottman of 
Nevada, which has a $750 
threshold, said: “It doesn’t 
seem to be much of a problem 
for a person to sue, even if in­ 
jured only slightly.” 
To correct the problem, 
authorities are considering 
raising the dollar threshold or 
eliminating it completely as 
New York and Florida have 
done recently and replacing it 
with a requirement that 
generally prohibits suits 


unless the accident results in 
death or serious injury. 
(Michigan is the only other 
state without a dollar 
threshold: it is one of only 
three states — New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania are the 
others — which puts no ceiling 
on the amount of medical ex­ 
penses that can be collected. 
Legislation under considera­ 
tion in Pennsylvania would 
limit basic medical coverage 
to $100,000, with companies re­ 
quired to offer a maximum of 
$250,000 to customers who 
wanted the extra protection. 
The proposed federal legisla­ 
tion would allow states to put a 
limit of $250,000 on benefits for 
medical expenses and would 
permit individual suits only in 
case of death or serious 
injury.) 


Fault or no-fault, there may 
be some relief from rising 
costs. The frequency of claims 
— a key factor in determining 
rates — has declined, although 
no one is sure why. 
Auto insurance companies, 
many of which lost money dur­ 
ing several periods in 1976, 
have reported enormous pro­ 
fits. They have not filed for 
rate reductions, but say the in­ 
creased earnings may help of­ 
fset future increases. 
“We don’t anticipate nearly 
the rapid rise in rates” of the 
past two or three years, said a 
spokesman for State Farm. 
He said State Farm increases 
on a nationwide average have 
been ranging from 12 to 15 per 
cent in recent years; this 
year, he said, the average in­ 
crease will be 6 to 7 per cent. 
The Consumer Price Index 
shows that auto insurance 
prices went up 12.5 per cent 
from August 1976 to August 
1977. That compares with an 
increase of 31.2 per cent in the 
preceding year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislation 
that would put an unprecedented tax bite 
on the 104 million A m ericans who have 
Social Security taxes withheld from their 
pay checks is heading to the Senate after 
winning House approval. 


A Senate vote on a sim ilar bill could 
come as early as next week. 
On Thursday, the House passed, 275 to 
146, its version of legislation increasing 
the tax for every w orker covered by the 
program , with the heaviest Impact fall­ 
ing on upper-income workers. Their 
employers would also pay more under 
the House bill. 


A decade from now, anyone earning 
$42,600 would pay over three tim es as 
much Social Security tax as is now 
withheld. The tax would go from $965 this 
year to $3,025 in 1987. 
Someone earning $20,000 would pay 
$1,420, instead of $965 A worker with a 
salary of $10,000 would pay $710, up from 
$585 
Congress will probably enact hefty tax 
Increases this year to keep the Social 


Security system from going broke The 
system has am assed $5 6 billion in 
deficits since 1975. 
Because of population age shifts and 
such other factors as high unemploy­ 
ment, less money is being taken in by 
Social Security than it is paying out in 
benefits. 


"We are concerned about keeping the 
jystem solvent and this bill will do It,” 
Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore , said after the 
House approved the bill produced by the 
ways and m eans committee, which he 
heads

The Increase in the Index of leading In- 
icstors last month was a m oderate 
nree-tenths of 1 per cent 
However, 
evised figures showed the August index 
lsing 1.4 per cent, one of the largest 
nonthly Jumps in the past two years. 
The nation's economic growth had 
lowed in the third quarter after a strong 
•rform ance In the first half of the year, 
»ut the new figure* indicated some 
mprovement ahead in the fall.

whether to cut taxes next year to 
stim ulate the economy and create new 
Jobs 
The Comm erce D epartm ent revised its 
August index from a rise of eight tenths 
of I per cent to 1 4 per cent because of 
new figures showing big Increases in net 
business formation 
This indicator in 
eludes businesses' telephone installs 
tions and other signs of their w illingness 
to expand. 
The August Increase was the biggest 
since a 2 per cent increase In M arch and 
a series of 2 and 3 per cent increases in 
mid-1975 at the end of the recession 
With a one tenth increase in July, the 
total three month increase is 1 8 per cent 
In the second quarter of the year, the 
index was unchanged 


Although the over all Septem ber index 
rose, the increases were confined to only 
four of the 10 indicators available They 
were changes in the money supply, 
o rd ers 
for 
plants 
and 
equipm ent, 
changes in sensitive prices and liquid 
assets 
Causing a drag on the index were poor 
perform ances In the average work week, 
layoff rate, stock prices, new orders, 
delivery 
perform ance 
and

perm its 
The Septem ber index stood at 132 4, 
meaning it is 32 4 per cent ahead of 
where it was in 1967 At the start of this 
year the index was 126 5 
Originally, C arter wanted hearings to 
start this year on his tax bill But he told 
a news conference Thursday, *‘I prefer to 


make final decisions after Congress com­ 
pletes Its actions" on Social Security and 
energy bills 
C arter has been considering asking 
Congress to put the tax cut into effect in 
1978 if the economy needs a quick boost 
and to have the rest of the program go in­ 
to effect in 1979 
But he said Thursday that proper ac 
tlon on tax reduction and economic 
stimulation could be determ ined only 
after studying the economy He also said

Laws protect consum ers against advertisem ents that 
m islead in other w ays, but not against “ life style” 
claim s, says Herb 
G ray. There would be “ interesting 
problem s.” he thinks, if such claim s w ere required to be 
tested in court. 
So interesting, we think, that this is one thicket the law 
had best not plunge into — not because this kind of ad­ 
vertising cannot be m isleading but because som e things 
a re ju st not susceptible to legal proof. 
People have a natural desire to believe that the right 
toothpaste, mouthwash, deodorant or whatever will 
enhance their attractiven ess to the opposite sex, im press 
their boss or excite the envy and adm iration of their 
fellows. We can picture m anufacturers trooping into 
court with stacks of signed testim onials from satisfied 
custom ers.

The Hatch Act is the law 
that keeps federal employes 
from being used as a political 
machine 
by 
their 
political 
superiors 
It saves govern 
merit employes from political 
arm twisting, overt or subtle, 
and it saves the public from 
having the taxpayers’ money 
used for political campaign 
funds 
The 
use 
of 
government 
workers as political tools and 
the milking of government 
workers for cam paign funds 
was a problem that started as 
fa r 
b a ck 
a s 
1791. 
The 
assassination 
of 
President 
Garfield by a disappointed 
office seeker is one of 
the 
famous legacies of the spoils 
system 
For a century and a half, the 
complaints did not produce a 
remedy because they 
were 
usually voiced by the party 
that w as not in power The ma 
jority 
party 
was 
usually 
satisfied with the status quo 
P r e s i d e n t 
F r a n k l i n 
Roosevelt signed the Hatch 
Act 
in 
1939 
It 
was twice 
challenged in lawsuits Final­ 
ly, the U S 
Supreme Court 
ruled that "Congress has the 
power 
to 
regulate 
within 
reasonable limits the political 
conduct of federal employes in 
order to promote efficiency 
and integrity in the public ser­ 
vice ’* 
We are now told that "elec 
tion 
reform " 
demands 
the 
repeal or relaxation of the 
Hatch Act, principally on the 
ground that federal employes 
should have the same rights to 
political acttvisim as other 
citizens 
However, no one has a con 
stitutionai 
right 
to hold 
a 
federal job and. if you do hold 
one, 
you 
must 
abide 
by 
reasonable regulations 
The 
Hatch Act both protects the 
public from arbitrary harass 
merit by federal political ac­ 
tivists and protects federal 
employes from coercion and 
intimidation by their super 
visors 
Demanding 
that 
federal 
employes make financial con 
tributtons 
to 
certain 
can 
didates is only one of the 
crufer 
ways 
to 
politicize 
government 
workers 
Many 


other subtle methods are just 
as coercive All a boss has to 
do 
is 
to 
show 
cordiality- 
partiality to employes who 
show up at a fund-raising din­ 
ner or distribute posters and 
cam paign 
literatu re, 
and 
other employes quickly get the 
message 
Here 
are 
some 
of 
the 
realistic situations that could 
happen in the absence of the 
Hatch Act 
Your 
In tern al 
Revenue 
agent or OSHA inspector could 
ask you for a political con­ 
tribution Your mailman could 
ask you to sign a petition to put 
a candidate on the ballot 
A 
federal employe could take 
leave to run for office, and 
then return after he loses, how 
would he 
feel about 
those 
working under him who did 
not campaign for him'' 
One incident unearthed dur­ 
ing the Bert Lance case pro 
vides a classic exam ple of why 
the Hatch Act should not be 
repealed Robert Bloom, first 
deputy 
conpt roller 
of

United States, testified before 
the Senate Governmental Af­ 
fairs Committee on Sept 
12 
that his actions on the question 
of Lance's confirmation were 
in part motivated by his con 
cern about his own job securi 
ty and promotion prospects

Supporters of the Red Army Faction also claimed respon­ 
sibility for bombings of two West German car showrooms in 
Milan, one in and Rome and a German engineering company 
office in Lisbon today. No injuries were reported. 
Callers told police the bombs, like others that damaged 
West German property across Europe last week, were 
planted to avenge the Oct. 18 prison deaths of three leaders of 
the German terrorist underground — Andreas Baader, 
Gudrun Ensslin and Jan-Carl Raspe 
The Amsterdam kidnapping followed a warning by West 
German Justice Minister HansJochen Vogel that the prison 
deaths, which officials termed suicides, were not “acts of 
resignation” but a sign that "further attacks are looming ” 
A German-speaking man called the Amsterdam 
newspaper Het Parool and told a switchboard operator: “We 
are the Red Army Faction. We have Caransa. You will hear 
from us ” 
Dutch police are holding a member of the Red Army Fac­ 
tion, Knut Folkerts. 25, on murder charges He was arrested 
following a Sept 22 shootout at Utrecht in which a policeman 
was killed and is also wanted for terrorist activities in West 
Germany 
Caransa has extensive properties in Holland, about half of 
them in the hotel and catering industry He also sits on the 
boards of a number of companies 
The businessman is married and has one grown daughter. 
During World War II Caransa spent 13 weeks in a Nazi camp 
in Holland with other Jews awaiting deportation to concen­ 
tration camps in Germany, but he was never sent. Friends 
say he makes regular donations to Jewish organizations. 


Lung cancer vulnerable 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — Multiple drug therapy is giving life 
expectancies of as long as 18 months to some lung cancer 
patients who usually would die within three months of 
diagnosis, a National Cancer Institute scientist says. 
Dr. John D. Minna said Thursday that small-cell lung 
cancer, a rapid spreading type of the disease, is proving 
vulnerable to high dose multi-drug chemotherapy used alone 
or with radiation. 
About 20,000 of the nation’s 98,000 lung cancer victims each 
year have small-cell lung cancer. 
Minna told a seminar at the National institutes of Health 
that the median survival for untreated patients with the 
small-cell cancer is three months after diagnosis 
Summarizing recent studies from 10 medical centers using 
multiple-drug chemotherapy and radiation treatment, Minna 
said median survival for these 563 patients is approaching 
one year 
He disclosed that unpublished data from three NCI treat­ 
ment centers using concentrated combination therapy show 
median survival reaching almost 18 months in patients with 
early-stage small-cell cancer. 
"This figure is extremely good compared with other 
results,” Minna said. “I think this shows the disease can be 
cured with chemotherapy or chemotherapy combined with 
other treatments.” 
But he said optimism should be tempered with the 
knowledge that many of these surviving patients will be dead 
in two years, indicating better treatments still are needed 
He also stressed that the newest therapy is in large part 
still experimental and available only at large cancer treat­ 
ment centers 
Since the multi-drug therapy gets best results with 
early stage cancer that hasn’t spread too far, early detection 
is important, he said 
High-risk persons, such as middle-aged heavy smokers, 
should get annual chest X-rays and periodic examination of 
mucus from the lungs to see if cancer cells are present, he

Schumacher, who 
also built the set for the show, 
is too a veteran of several Lit­ 
tle Theatre productions. 


Along with the excellent 
direction by Jim Wenneker 
and many others on the pro­ 
duction staff, Slkeston’s pro­ 
duction of "Butterflies are 
Free", is truly worth the 
ticket price. I could hardly tell 
it was opening night.

J.R.R. Tolkien needs no lau­ 
datory introduction. 
Readers of the much admired 
“The Hobbit" and “The I^ord 
Of The Rings” trilogy know 
what to expect of Tolkien, and 
he does not fail them in “The 
Silmarillion.” 
Tolkien left behind a number 
of unpublished materials on hie 
death four years ago and five 
of them, edited by the late au­ 
thor's son, Christopher Tolkien, 
are included in this large vol­ 
ume: the lengthy book after 
which the volume is titled and

called 
“Ainulindale," "Valaquenta,”

All five works are related

Designating certain items 
as necessities is dangerous 
business, the law’s detractors 
say. Missouri's blue law, for 
example, allows the sale of 
guns and ammunition on Sun­ 
days but prohibits the sale of 
baby bottles, hoses and light 
bulbs. 
Both states had similar blue 
laws until the early 1960s when 
the supreme courts of the two 
states ruled the laws void. 
Missouri responded by adop­ 
ting a form of the blue law that 
complied with the supreme 
court ruling. But Kansas re­ 
jected repeated attempts in its 
legislature to re-enact any 
form of the law which it pass­ 
ed in 1861. 
Before its ban on Sunday 
sales was ruled unconstitu­ 
tional, Missouri had the law on 
its books for 138 years.

Bribery law loophole

WASHINGTON - » NEA » - After years of em barrassing 
disclosures about illegal paym ents of millions of dollars by 
American corporations to politicians and governm ent 
officials in other nations, Congress is about to pass a law 
prohibiting the practice in the future 
I he legislation offered to the Senate, however, contains a 
little-noticed loophole that not only will allow international 
bribery to continue but will endow the practice with the 
federal governm ent's seal of approval 
Because many of the nation s largest com panies have 
falsified their financial records to conceal such corruption 
in the past, the bill establishes stringent new accounting 
and reporting requirem ents for publicly-owned corpora­ 
tions under the jurisdiction of the Securities and Exchange 
( ominission. 
But the m easure also includes a crucial exemption that 
waives the reporting requirem ents for "any person acting 
in cooperation with, and at the specific, written directive of 
the head of any federal agency or departm ent responsible 
for m atters concerning the national security of the United 
States.* 
In plain language, that provision exem pts international 
political bribes undertaken at the request or with the 
cooperation of the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) or 
other intelligence organizations within the governm ent 
The special waiver was inserted in the bifl by Sen. Adlai 
E Stevenson, D-IIL, when the Senate Banking Committee 
was drafting the legislation earlier this year The loll wa- 
routinely approved by the full Senate last spring 
While tracking down the history of the obscure provision. 
Fielding M McGehee III, an official of a public interest 
group called the M ilitary Audit Project, discovered that 
there was no testim ony during the public hearings on its 
effects or genesis, no debate by the com m ittee, no 
recorded vote and no discussion on the Senate floor. 
The House version of the bill, drafted by a subcom m ittee 
headed by Hep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex., recently was 
approved by the House Commerce Committee and now 
awaits action by the full House. 
E ckhardt's bill contains no exemption for intelligence- 
related bribery “We never focused on that, it just never 
came up,* says an aide to the congressm an. But other 
sources say Eckhardt specifically parried the intelligence 
community’s efforts to w nte the provision into the bill. 
The Senate version is objectionable for several reasons, 
not the least of which is its effect of placing the federal 
government in the position of a parent who forbids a child 
from doing something because it's wrong, hut insists that 
it's perfectly appropriate for m other or father to do it. 
The exemption also leaves executives and employees of 
American corporations stationed abroad under a continu­ 
ing cloud - both as CIA operatives and as paym asters of 
illegal funds. 
There have, in fact, been num erous reports in recent 
years that the CIA was aw are of, encouraged and possibly 
even provided the funds for corporate bribery m the past 
Questions have been raised by about $7 million paid by 
the 1 ax-kheed Aircraft Corp to an interm ediary in Japan, 
about eoriumssions paid by the Boeing Co to its 'agents* in 
Iran, Kuwait and Saudi A rabia; and about alm ost 9* 3 
million transferred overseas by Deak it Co., a New York- 
baaed firm that deals in international currency tranaac- 
tiona. 
One knowledgeable official on Capitol H ill augg*>t* that 
‘some people in the Senate don’t want to totally Hamstring 
the CIA, if that indeed is their modus operand! * 
If the CIA must resort to bribery and muat raly on 
corporate 'cutouts* to obscure the source of the money, let 
there be no sanctimonious self-congratulation from Waah- 
ingtor’s politicians if the final version of the ‘reform* 
legislation contains a mult-million-dollar loophols.
